Courses included Creative Writing, 
Drama, Report Writing, Shakespeare Seminar, Speak Up and Twentieth Century Amer- 
ican Literature. The six new courses could be selected by juniors and seniors rather than 
the traditional basic and academic classes. 

Miss Isabel Struthers, English department chairman, said the changes were made “to 
offer a wide variety of courses designed to meet all levels of achievement and all areas of 
interest." The classes were added as part of a proposal to revise the English curriculum 
throughout the Saginaw school system. 

More field trips and outside speakers were added this year to supplement instruction. 
The traditional trip to Stratford, Ontario was taken by 120 students and four teachers 
who boarded a train in Flint, which took them to the Festival Theatre to see the recreation 
of William Shakespeare's play, “The Merchant of Venice."

Mr. Purdy says 


Among math courses at Arthur Hill, Mr. R. George Purdy reported that geometry is 
“the most practical course offered in school, since everything is measured including time 
and thoughts." In geometry classes, the accent was on the logical approach in the role of 
definitions and assumptions. Both plane and basic geometry were offered this year. 

General mathematics, for sophomores who wanted a second year of general math; alge- 
bra | and 3, the study of real numbers and solution of linear and quadratic equations; and 
trigonometry, the discussion of right triangles and applications, were also offered to math 
students. This year, everyone in the algebra and geometry classes had up-to-date texts, 
according to Mr. Rockwell S. Scherzer, department chairman. 

Mr. Richard L. Decker taught algebra, geometry and general math. He had been assist- 
ant swimming coach for the past two years; but went to the new Eisenhower High in Janu- 
ary to become head swimming coach.

Construction work costing a quarter of a million dollars began this winter at Arthur 
Hill. General revision and modernization of all science facilities plus the construction of 
four additional classrooms above the science wing will be completed by fall. Facilities in 
the chemistry laboratory, consisting of equipment and fixtures used for chemical analysis, 
will be replaced with more efficient facilities. New construction will be finished through 
the sale of bonds and will be the first improvement of its size at Arthur Hill in 15 years. 

Advanced biology, added to the science department this year, was taught by Mr. Fred- 
erick W. Case Jr. During the first four marking periods, students learned basic principles 
of biology. Directed individual study was employed the last two marking periods, ena- 
bling students to pursue a subject of their own choosing. Planning and writing a research 
theme was a result of individual study.
